frank report by the Nalional Re- 
cords Management Council, a non- 
profit group which advises U. S. 
business on the management ana 
preservation of corporate records. 


At Ibis point I can use Ihc words 


of another newspaper which bcai 
me to the discovery of the Nalional 
Records survey. The Greenwood 
i Miss, i Commonwealth summarizes 
the organization's report 
as 
fol- 


lows:
